A STEA MER SINKS A SHIP. 

Two Sailors of the Ship ar. Cat Oleaaly 

In Two. 

Portland, Ore., Dec. 28.— At 1:80 
o'clock yesterday morning the .\merican 
Pacihc steamer Oregon ran into and stink 
the British ship Clan McKetude at Coffin 
Rock, on the Columbia river. Cliarles 
Austin and Matthew Keid, two colored 
sailors, were instantly killed. They wef^ 
asleep on the forecastle of the Clan Mo- 
Kenzie, and when the how of the Ore- 
gon struck her the sharp plate of iron 
ran into the bunks in whicn the sailors 
were lying, cutting the two men in half. 
They were struck at the waist and the 
upper i>art of e^tch body fell into the 
river and sank. 

Charles Fish, a coal passenger of the 
Oregon, was injured out not fatallv. 
The Oregon was on way to San Francis- 
co with a full cargo and full pa-ssenger 
list, and the Clan AIcKenzie was at 
anchor in one side of the channel. The 
Qaptain of the ship claims that his lights 
were all properly displayed and that the 
vessel was moored parallel with the 
channel at tlie time of the collision. The 
Oregon was running undw slow bell 
and rail her iiow On the port side into 
the starlx)ard side of the Clan McKenzie, 
[ a distance of thirty fert, tearing off the 
I Oregon's Ixjw or>mpletely. and ripping 
up decks and railing for about forty feet 
from the stern. 

Immediately after the collision the 
ship liegan to setUe, and soon sunk in 
four fathoms of water. All the crew 
were safelv transferred to the Oregon 
and brought back to the <^tf. The Clan 
McKenzie is a fine iron vessel. She came 
from Rio Janeiro in ballast. It is thought 
th" ' PHS"! i^) "V h« raised. She is valued 
at 183.000 and is fully insured. The IcM to 
tlie Oregon will be SiO.OWU.

While the jury was out young Leuth 
passed the time in jail eating, smoking 
and playing cards.
